4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Tach  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  rcpfesentalives, 
except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of 
the  public  testimonv  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  serviees  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed 
bv  the  public  testimonv  titne  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of 
the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and 
subsequentiv  remove  the  document  when  the>  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Pursuant  to  Charter'  Section  3. 100(7),  the  Mayor  shall  appear,  in  person,  at  one  regularly  scheduled 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  each  month  to  engage  in  formal  policy  discussions  with  members 
of  the  Board.  This  item  will  be  read  at  the  Board  Meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
unless  rescheduled  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  President.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  may  not  discuss 
matters  that  have  already  been  considered  in  Committee  and  that  are  on  the  Board's  Agenda  as  an 
action  item. 

By  supermajority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (8  votes),  the  Board  may,  by  oral  motion,  allow  an 
eligible  District  Supervisor  to  ask  a question  that  was  not  previously  posed  if  the  question  relates  to  a 
sudden  or  unexpected  Incident  or  occurrence  raising  formal,  time-sensitive  policy  questions  that  were 
not  anticipated  prior  to  the  posting  of  this  agenda.  Public  comment  for  this  item  will  take  place  during 
general  public  comment. 
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1.  140794  [Formal  Policy  Discussions  - July  15,  2014] 

Pursuant  to  Charter,  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code,  Section 
2.11,  the  Mayor  shall  ans\A/er  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1,  3,  and  11.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  Mr.  Mayor,  we  are  all  excited  to  have  an  opportunity  to  raise  the  minimum  wage  this 
November.  Thank  you  for  your  leadership  on  this  issue.  Unfortunately,  even  with  this 
potential  increase  on  the  horizon,  many  of  our  workers  face  significant  barriers  to 
achieving  economic  stability. 

Formula  retail  establishments  are  a major  employment  base  for  San  Francisco:  there 
are  approximately  1,250  formula  retail  establishments  in  the  City,  accounting  for  12%  of 
all  retailers.  The  City  has  a strong  interest  in  ensuring  that  the  jobs  created  by  these 
formula  retail  establishments  are  jobs  that  allow  workers  to  meet  basic  needs  and 
achieve  economic  security. 

However,  these  employers  have  increasingly  moved  to  scheduling  practices  that 
relegate  their  employees  to  involuntary  part-time  status  and  leave  them  with 
unpredictable  and  unstable  work  schedules,  which  contribute  to  the  economic  insecurity 
of  their  employees. 

This  unpredictability  and  instability  in  work  schedules  makes  it  extremely  difficult  for 
employees  to  plan  a weekly  budget,  arrange  for  childcare,  take  on  a second  job,  pursue 
job  training,  arrange  for  transportation  to  and  from  work,  or  attend  class.  These 
schedules  significantly  undermine  workers’  efforts  to  achieve  economic  security  for 
themselves  and  their  families. 

Giving  part-time  employees  the  opportunity  work  more  hours  when  the  work  is  available 
advances  the  interests  of  the  City  as  a whole  by  creating  jobs  that  keep  workers  and 
their  families  out  of  poverty,  and  will  help  these  workers  meet  basic  needs  and  avoid 
economic  hardship. 

I am  currently  working  on  a proposal  that  will  help  to  achieve  these  goals,  can  I count  on 
your  support  in  helping  this  sector  of  our  workforce?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1) 

2.  Mr.  Mayor,  last  month.  Supervisor  Jane  Kim  and  three  colleagues  introduced  a ballot 
measure  that  would  limit  the  production  of  market  rate  housing  based  on  the  total 
percentage  of  affordable  housing  in  the  City.  You  and  others  have  argued  that  such  a 
measure  is  counter-productive.  In  response,  you  introduced  the  “Build  Housing  Now” 
ballot  measure,  which  is  a statement  of  support  for  construction  of  housing  at  all  levels, 
with  language  that  would  invalidate  key  portions  of  Supervisor  Kim’s  measure. 

Given  our  ongoing  housing  affordability  crisis  in  San  Francisco,  I believe  we  must  move 
beyond  a divisive  November  ballot  fight  that  would  not  actually  build  new  housing  and 
instead  focus  on  ideas  such  as  a 2015  affordable  housing  bond  and  a right  of  first 
purchase  for  tenants.  Under  what  circumstances  could  we  move  beyond  dueling  ballot 
measures  and  work  together  to  meet  the  housing  needs  of  all  of  our  residents? 
(Supervisor  Chiu,  District  3) 

3.  In  April  2013,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed  my  resolution  urging  the 
Retirement  Board  to  divest  from  fossil  fuels. 

In  February  of  this  year,  the  Retirement  Board  initiated  “Level  1”  passive  shareholder 
engagement  with  fossil  fuel  companies,  but  they  have  yet  to  take  any  steps  to  divest 
from  fossil  fuels  or  limit  the  Retirement  Fund’s  exposure  to  the  financial  risks  posed  by 
climate  change. 
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In  April  of  this  year  on  KQED's  Forum  program,  you  said  that  you  have  considered  our 
resolution  urging  the  Retirement  Board  to  divest  as  part  of  "conversations  that  I am 
having  with  members  of  that  Board  to  make  sure  they’re  in  line  with  the  City's  values." 

Last  month,  the  Retirement  Board  held  a special  meeting  dedicated  to  an  Educational 
Session  on  Fossil  Fuels  They  heard  from  Bevis  Longstreth,  a former  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commissioner,  who  explained  the  risks  of  investing  in  fossil  fuel  stocks  in  a 
post-climate  change  world  and  several  other  experts  who  explained  how  the  Retirement 
Board  could  responsibly  divest  from  fossil  fuels  while  maintaining  their  fiduciary  duty  to 
protect  and  grow  our  retirement  funds 

Mr  Mayor,  how  do  you  propose  we  work  together  with  the  Retirement  Board  to  divest 
from  fossil  fuel  companies  and  reinvest  in  less  financially  risky  sectors  of  the  energy 
market  that  can  help  support  our  local  economy  and  create  local  jobs?  (Supervisor 
Avalos,  District  11)

The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public  hearing  on 
measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and 
similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and 
4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives, 
except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of 
the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed 
by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of 
the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and 
subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

The  Department  is  out  of  compliance  with  the  service  level  it  is  obligated  to  provide 
under  its  “Exclusive  Operating  Area”  with  the  state.  It  is  also  failing  to  meet  its  own 
standards  for  ambulance  response  times.  The  City  aims  to  have  ambulances  on  the 
scene  of  emergencies  within  1 0 minutes  90%  of  the  time.  In  July  and  August  the  Fire 
Department’s  actual  response  was  almost  50%  longer  than  that.  There  were  374 
occasions  when  it  took  more  than  20  minutes  for  an  ambulance  to  arrive-in  August 
alone.  “Medic-to-follow"  calls,  when  the  Fire  Department  literally  does  not  have  an 
ambulance  available  to  send  to  someone  in  need,  have  increased  over  500%  since 
2008,  averaging  eight  times  per  day  in  2013  and  spiking  dramatically  since.  Meanwhile, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  funding  for  16  new  ambulances  in  the  last 
several  years,  and  the  Fire  Department  has  still  not  completed  the  purchase  or  put  a 
single  one  into  service. 

I know  you  have  convened  a working  group  to  develop  short-,  medium-,  and  long-term 
measures  to  address  this  crisis,  and  I thank  you  for  inviting  me  to  join  that  process. 

But  I and  every  employee  group  in  the  Fire  Department  have  lost  faith  in  the  current 
leadership  of  the  Department.  We  saw  this  crisis  coming.  I held  my  first  hearing  on  it  in 
January  of  2014.  Why  was  this  allowed  to  get  so  bad,  and  what  are  you  doing  to  hold 
the  leadership  of  the  Fire  Department  accountable?  (Supervisor  Breed,  District  5)

1 . Mr.  Mayor,  A recent  story  on  48  Hills  found  that  39  percent  of  condos  built  since  2000 
have  absentee  owners,  and  for  newer  buildings  like  One  Rincon  Hill,  that  number  is  50 
percent  or  above.  Luxury  developments  like  the  Four  Seasons  residences  have  more 
than  a 60  percent  rate  of  absentee  ownership 

When  wealthy  people  who  don’t  actually  live  here  buy  up  San  Francisco  residential 
properties,  housing  prices  skyrocket  beyond  the  reach  of  residents,  making  the  cost  of 
living  unaffordable  for  even  middle  income  people.  Not  only  are  these  wealthy  absentee 
buyers  bidding  up  housing  prices  that  effectively  precludes  everyday  residents  from 
being  able  to  “keep  up”  with  the  exorbitant  prices,  but  these  unoccupied  units  also 
constrict  the  supply  of  housing  available  to  meet  the  high  demand  for  our  City’s  growing 
workforce.  And  as  we  know,  one  factor  in  high  housing  prices  is  the  limited  amount  of 
new  supply  available  for  residents.  The  San  Francisco  Business  Times  reported  last 
year,  “With  a median  home  price  of  $706,300  in  San  Francisco,  someone  earning  the 
median  income  of  $74,922  makes  48  percent  less  money  than  they  need  to  afford  a 
median-priced  home.” 

This  sort  of  home  owner  absenteeism  is  also  bad  for  neighborhoods  and  leads  to  the 
phenomenon  of  “zombie  neighborhoods”  that  contain  beautiful  new  luxury  units  but  no 
residents. 

New  York  State  Senator  Brad  Hoylman  who  represents  part  of  Manhattan,  has 
announced  his  intention  to  introduce  a bill  that  would  place  a property  tax  surcharge  on 
luxury  homes  in  New  York  City  owned  by  nonresidents.  This  kind  of  “pied-a-terre  tax” 
would  address  a very  real  problem  that  arises  when  a significant  number  of  homes  are 
bought  by  wealthy  out-of-towners  for  the  simple  purpose  of  a place  to  stay  on  occasion, 
as  an  investment,  or  as  a hedge  against  market  swings. 

I am  beginning  to  research  legislation  to  address  this  critical  problem  of  newly  built 
housing  that  is  unoccupied,  can  I count  on  your  support  in  helping  to  address  the  issue 
of  residential  real  estate  hoarding  by  out  of  town  buyers?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1)
